The victim’s father, C. G. Swanson, 50, of 64 East Fay­ 
ette street, Uniontown, Pa., an automobile accessory sales­ 
man, who was driving the car, was uninjured. 
Dr. Ira M. Henderson, of Fairfield, was called to the 
scene of the accident. The boy died about five minutes after 
the arrival of the physician. Death was caused by a severe 
compound fracture of the right supra-orbital region of the 
skull. There was a five-inch cut on the boy's head. 
Leaving Uniontown at 7:45 o’clock this morning en route 
to Philadelphia, Swanson told Patrolman George S. Harle- 
man, of the local substation of the highway patrol, who in­ 
vestigated, that he was driving about 45 miles an hour when 
the accident happened.

COACH EXPIRES 


33-Year-Old Mentor Dies Sud­ 
denly of Heart Attack Fol­ 
lowing Pneumonia. 


George ll Vorbach. coach of the 
Mechanicsburg high school’s ath­ 
letic teams and physical instructor 
at the school since 1932, died sud­ 
denly Thursday morning at his 
apartment home at 318 West Main 
street, Mechanicsburg. 
He was 33 
years old. 
Believed on the road to recovery 
after a two weeks’ illness of pneu­ 
monia which followed attacks of 
sinus trouble and arthritis, Vorback 
was the victim of a heart attack. 
He first became ill on February 8 
and at that Time missed the first 
atliletic event since going to Me­ 
chanicsburg in September. 1931. He 
underwent a minor operation for 
the sinus infection and a few weeks 
later returned to the Mechanics­ 
burg 
hospital 
for treatment for 
arthritis. 
He was brought to his 
home from the hospital more than 
two weeks ago. 
In his six football seasons in Me­ 
chanicsburg. teams he coached won 
the championship in the Southern 
Pennsylvania conference in 
1932, 
1933, 1934 and 1936. 
Last fall his | 
team closed the season without a 
defeat. 
His 
basketball 
team 
won 
the 
Southern Pennsylvania conference 
title in the 1935-1936 season and 
won one West Shore league cham­ 
pionship 
and 
tied 
for 
another , 
before the Southern conference was 
set up. 
In the season just ended. 1 
Mechanicsburg scored ll straight I 
victories before a player was found 
to have been ineligible, costing the 
team most of the victories. 
Going to Mechanicsburg in 1931 
as head coach and physical educa­ 
tion instructor, Vorbach was active 
in the community and for a number 
of years trained a gym class for 
men. 
He went to Mechanicsburg 
from Newport News, Virginia, where 
he held a similar position for three 
years. * 
A native of Morgantown, West 
Virginia, he received his bachelor 
of science degree from the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. 
He later did 
graduate work during the summer 
months at the university. 
He is survived by his wife, the 
former Miss Marjone Brillhart, of j
